AMONG THE MISSING, 

It isimpssible to ascertain at this hour the 
number of persons drowied by the sinking 
of the excursion steamer, Scioto, after the 
latter had been .n collision with the steam 
tug John Loomis, near Mingo Junction, Ohio, 
last night. Captain Thomasen, ‘Dan,’ is 
missing, andadeck hand, name unknown, 
vas drowned fromthe Scioto. The rest ot 
the crew is safe. The first man taken out of 
the water was Charles McCoy, watchman. 
The Lomas struck the Scioto on the port side, 
fifteen feet from her bow, and made a large 
hole through which the hull filled rapidly 
and sank atonce. The boat is now lying on 
the bottom of theriver. The water is two 
feet deep-in her cabin. Charles Page, of 
Marietta, Ohio, stoker-or assistant engineer of 
the Scioto, said that they started from Kast 
Liverpool at 6:30 o’clock in the morning 
with a large excursion party, who were off for 
a Fourth of July frolic, and that they went as 
far down the river as Muoundsville, arriving 
there about 1:40 in theafternoon.

The increase 
was based on the idea of the construction of 
one or two new. vessels, but the reorganiza- 
tion of the navy wasa question of too great 
importance to be discussed and decided in an 
appropriation bill, and this was a proposition 
to commence a rebuilding of the navy. Mr. 
Whitthorne, of Tennessee, made an argu- 
mentin the same line. This was neither the 
time nor the occasion to consider deliberately 
what the character of the future navy shall 
Mr. Harris, of Massachusetts, argued 
against the amendment, and ex pressed ais 
own opinion in favor of the appropriation of 
$5,000 000. Mr. Robeson, of New Jersey, also 
opposed the armendment, Its adoption would 
he ua deciaration that the Uni 
ted States should have no navy 
to protect its commerce or vindicate its honor. 
Mr. Atkins expressed the bope that the gen- 
tleman would not say that the country 
bad no navy now.

A Big Black Bear.

Mrs. C. Millirons, living about three and a 
half miles northeast of town, near the saw 
mill of Messrs. Willis & Dasher, while return- 
ingon Fridry afternoon last from the resi- 
dence of Dr. H. M. Neisier, and when near the 
saw mill, was most fearfully frightened. by 
the approach of a large wild black bear, 
which had come om account of the dense 
undergrowth of the piney woods, within a 
few feet ofethis lady before being discovered. 
Mrs. Millirons immediately ran in the direc- 
tion of the mill for protection when she again 
came in contact with this monster beast, 
whic. did not seem to be angry but endeayor- 
ing to make its escape. The screams of the 
lady brought to her 1mmediate assistance the 
employes of the mill, and having become ex- 
bausted by fright, was carried to her home.

Young partridges have made their appearance, , 


MEEKER’S MODEL FARM. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE WITH OUR 
OLD FIELDS. 


Larad That Cost Ower $200 An Acre to Re: toro—Hais- 
ing the Price of Cotton By Ginning Properly— 
A Hay andSeed Farm and the Dividend 
Ic Declares—Home Manners, 


From the Athens, Ga.. Banner-Watchman. 

We do not suppose there is a more beauti- 
ful farm in the south than that of Mr. J. A. 
Meeker, which lies almost within the corpor- 
ate limits of ourcity. Only a few years ago 
Mr. Meeker bought a tract of as poor land as 
we ever saw. Where it had not been washed 
in gullies, the soil was actually too tbin to 
produce acrop of poverty weeds, It is true 
that most of this land laid weil. but no one 
had the nerve to cultivate it, although most 

_ a 
eligibly located. But when Mr. M. began to 
put around his purchase a fence worth many 
times the value of his farm, and took pains to 
set out hedges and grub up the stumps and 
pile the rocks, our people looked upon bim 
as little better than a madman. In fact, 
‘‘Meeker's folly’ was the talk of the city. 
But Mr. Meeker heeded not these words 
of discouragement. He was a quiet gentle- 
man, who pursued the even tenor of bis 
way, and continued to spend thousands upon 
his little farm. We will not follow him 
through the long years it required to bring 
this barren waste up toa high degree of fer- 
tility; but simpiy «add that there is to-day 
nota more profitable or fertile farm in the 
state than this. In fact, itisa feast to the 
eye to look over his broad acres, rich in ver- 
dant fields of clover, waving grain and even 
the much abused staple. Broad avenues wind 
through his fields, the washes have been stop- 
ped and water turned in regular channels, 
and not astone or stunip is to be seen as far 
as the eye can reach. 

A TOCR OF THE FARM, 

Tuesday evenirg it was ofir good fortune, 
together with several gentlemen, to make a 
tour of this model farm. We found the gen- 
tlernanly proprietor hard at work in his barn, 
superintending the ginning of his cotton 
crop; but before wetouch upon this let us 
first describe the barn and lot. He has a 


wind-mill in his lot, ted from a_ never-failing 


well, that pumps water forall his farm and 
honsehold purposes. It is forced into a large 
cistern on the hill near his residence, from 
which water is not only distributed through 
that building, but is conveyed to both stories 
of his barn, while there are troughs in dffer- 
ent parts of his lot to water stock and for 
other purposes. The piping was all putin 
by Mr. Meeker himself, and works like a 
@har:o. The barn isan immense structure, 
with eaves almost touching the ground, orna- 
mented with a handsome cupola for the 
double purpose of ventilation and beauty. 
This barn is used for many purposes, as we 
will enumerate further on. An eight-horse 
pewer engine was running just outside the 
barn to propel the ging On the ground floor 
we found a hydraulic press, fed from above, 
the power to work it being a lever and half 
barrel of water. 
ventions we ever saw. On 
has stored his mowers, horse-rakes and all 
manner of improved farming machinery not 
in present use. He has revolutionized the 
southern mode of farming, having introduced 
successfully all the 

MODEL APPLIANCES, 
for expediting work. He has 
rooma wood and- blacksmith shop, besides 
stalls for his horses and eattie. But you see 
no signs of disorder. -There is a place for 
everything and everything is in its place. On 
the second floor wefound the gin running 
and hands at work preparing the crop for 
market. And right here we can preach one 
of the most interesting sermons on ginning 
our cotton planters ever heard. We doubt if 
there is another such arrangement in the 
state as this. ‘The crop they were workinag on 
that day was storm cot.on, and _ filled with 
dirt and trash, and if prepared in the usual 
way we doubt if it would have brought eight 
cents a pound in market. The staple was 
first run through one of Clark’s seed cotton 
cleaners, that not only took out the last par- 
tilee of dust, trash and motes, but 
loosened up the lint so as you could gin 
it much faster and greatly improve 
the grade. The locks thus prepared were 
thrown into a self-feeding gin. and passing 
through a condenser came out as clean and 
white a lint as we ever saw, not a speck of 
trash being discernible in it. One hand at- 
tended to both the cleaner and gin—and there 
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or machinery, either. Right at hand is the 
cotton pre-s, into which the lint is thrown

BY AN ENTERPRISING ATLANTA 
MANUFACTORY. 


How Worthless Cotton May Be Made to Bear a Price 
the Planter to Feel that His Labor Has Not 
Beenin Vain, and an Era of Prosperity be 
Invoked—Claims of Southern Work. 


A striking peculiarity of the manufactures 
of Atlanta is the facts that those having in 
view the development of the agricultural 
interests of the country are largely in the pre- 
ponderance. Asan instance Haiman’s plow 
factory may be taken as one instance. Be- 
ginning in an humble way, and oniy aiming 
to mcet a precarious local demand, the man- 
ufacturer suddenly found himself confronted 
with orders from 1.500 syu of terri- 
tory. Winshipand Van Winkle -both bave 
been compelled to keep a close watch on map 
and directory, for their orders continually 
come in fiom places where a man with the 
usual local ideas would never dream of. 
Then there are our wagon and 
dustries, the making of harness, the manufac- 
ture of mill machinery and ey 
machinery connected with the develop- 
ment of the cotton products. To thgse who 
ure old enough to remember the old method 
of handling cotton before gins were in the 
reach of every planter, it is not necessary to 
repeat the story of the revolution wrought by 
that macLine. Its aid has made millions uf 
_bales possible where before hundreds of thous- 
ands would have been surprising; .and as the 
generations pass by the name of Whitney 
must shine out as one of the laridmarks of 
industrial progress. ‘The first great source of 
wealth was the soil and climate necessary for 
the growth of the fibre, but this blessing 
would have been greatly nullified by the 
want of the cotton: gin, which want it was 
the happy geniusof Whitney to meet. . 

Great as were the advantages of the gin, 
however, it has from the first been evident 
that there was still something lacking be- 
tween the boll on the stalk and the cotton 
gin. The quantity of high grade cotton was 
Dut trifling when compared with the total 
yield. A shower of rain, so needful for vege- 
‘tation, was also fraught with injury to the 
cotton in fielc, as it stained the fleecy white- 
ness and lowered its grade. A slight breeze, 
so grateful to the heated worker, Curried with 
it fine particles of sand which settled on the 
bol, and in time clotted the cotton so as to 
renWer it as poor in quality as a sheep's coat 
filleli with cockle-burrs. As fresh bolls con- 
tinued to form and mature late in the year, 
one-third of the crop was at all times found 
in the field to be destroyed by the beating 
rains of fall and rendered scarce worth the 
labor of picking. The story of the man who 
advertised for hands to pick © black- 
berries — to receive for payment 
half the pickings — was reversed 
ou the plantation by the farmer paying half 
he made on his good cotton for the picking of 
the queer compound of fibre, sand and clay, 
which he vainly attempted to pass off on the 
dealer as cotton. 

To clean the cotton then 
solved mystery of the day. 
in Stockton, Prestonand Manchester came 
complaints which attacked the honorable 
character of the entire farming community 
of the south—to the effect that sand was put 
into the cotton for the purpose of increasing 
its weight. Ten to thirteen cents a pound for 
Georgia soil was deemed as good real estate 
speculation. From New York came co:n- 
plaint that much of the product was unmer- 
chantable, it could neither be handled with 
honor or profit. Irom the grand stand at the 
recent votton exposition in this city it was de- 
clared by Mr. Edward Atkinson that ‘there 
is no great staple of the world so wastefully 
handled and prepared for market as. cotton 
unless it is sugar. If cotton were properly 
‘handled in the gin house and properly picked 
and carried tothe gin, all of it that is now 
‘inned below middling would command 
trom two to five per cent more, because it 
would be rid of the mote, leaf and dust that 
level it toa low grade. But more important 
than this, the greater part of the crop is dete- 
riorated in value fully ten per cent from the 
time it is picked in the fieid to the time 
when it is turned out from the compress for 
shipmment north. Nor is this where the 
work of deterioration ends. A very imipor- 
tant and costly part of the work in the north- 
ern factories is remedying the errors of pick- 
ing, ginning and packing—that Is, removing 
the dirt, sand and prit that has unnecessarily 
been allowed to get in with the tibre. Beyond 
the cost of this work the fibre itself suffers 
from the excessive hauling necessary to clean 
it of dirt that should never have been allowed 
to getinit. The machinery tn mills suffers, 
too, because of the failure to clean the cotton 
before it is compressed into bales, of the 
almost impalpable sand and dust that infects 
the cotton grown on many soils, Not only 
can the cotton be cleaned more etliciently be- 

‘fore it is pgcked than afterwards, but with 
over’ = ’ labor, not to cogsider that a 
proper haf@ing of it would keep out the 
ereatest part of the dirt that is found in it 
when it reaches the nmyll. 

Injured as these speculators, dealers and 
millers undoubtedly held themselves to be, 
there was another class beside whom their 
complaints were as naught—the southern 
planters themselves. All the year round 
they had struggled and toiled, delved into 
the soil, brought to bear the coaxing inilu- 
ence of fertilizer as well as hoe, fought the 
elements in the effort to gather the growth of 
their Jabor, wearily brought it to the gin and 
suffered the depletion of. toll, from gin to 
market to find their one or two bales graded 
so that the price obtained scarce paid the 
hired labor, and Jeft the planter with the bag 
to hold and nothiug to run into it. 

“Cotton planting don’t pay,’’ he mutters to 
himself. ‘1 will never raise another bale of 
cotton.” 

But next year finds him at it again, vainly 
hoping to retrieve last year’s failure, with the 
same experience of yellow cotton and low 
grade. “I really do not understand it. How 
is it?” 

Ah, there is the question, how is it? Good 
prices are pa‘d for good cotton. Every bale 
of such handled in Liverpool is well paid for. 
The man at the blackboard, standing above 
the din of the operators hears the words: 
‘A bale well mixed with sand!” and off goes 
several pdints on the board, and immediate! 
several million do'iirs drop through a hole in 
the pocket of the raczed southern breeches, 
‘“‘Lint bruised tn tiie tiandling!”’ The manat 
the blackboard wriies, and the southerner 

puts his< finger in his vest pocket 
only to tind that he has _ iost 
two millions more. “A bad sami- 
ple of storm cotton!’ Sharpening up his 
piece of crayon the black board receives a 
very deliberate inscriptionand the southern 
man looking down at his feet finds his toes 
spraddling out of hisbrogans like the arms 
and head out of a Tybee isiand gopher shell. 

Let the southern planter take his pencil 
and estimate tle resultif by some means he 
could sell his entire crop at a higher grads 
than he now sells it, ald be will be astonished 
at the result. Instead of having ten bales of 
cotton outof which but one bale stands num- 
ber 1,the bales number two, three bales num. 
ber three. and the remaining four bales num- 
ber four, if he could so manipulate his crop 
38 to hav@=the entire crop vraded at number 
two, he would no longer have cause for com- 
plaint. The price is not the point of attack— 
itis the grade. This, then, brings us to the 
main question. ‘fhe cotton gin facilitates 
the gathering of a large crop, and is in- 
dispensible to the world; the 
compress facilitates the matter 
of shipping, and is indispensible to the mer- 
chants; but a cotton seed cleaner, which 
raiscs the grade of the entire crop, and gives 
itan increased value of from one to three 
cents a pound, is indispensible to the planter 
—the man who, of all others, stands most in 
need of help and sympathy.
